City Policemen Evans and Lsnc 
had an encounter with a bad negro 
on Saturday night which cost Evans 
his life, and out of which Lane came 
unhurt by the merest chance. 

Saturday evening city Policemen 
Horace Lane and Charles Evans were 
notified that a bad negro, John John- 
Bin, was raising a disturbance in that 
abominably bad locality known as 
Deep Bottom, and went down to ar- 
rest him. Johnson is an ex-convict, 
having served two terms already in 
the pen. 
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thought his wound was necessarily 
fatal. When it was known that 
Evans was dead it was with the ut- 
most difficulty that the njorn conserv- 
ative element among our people pro- 
vailed on the angry friends of the 
dead man to give the law an oppor- 
tunity to doal with the villainous ne- 
gro who had done so much deviltry. 
Judge Cooper, however, called a spe- 
cial term of Court for June 28, in or- 
der to give this and tho Whittaker 
case speedy trials, and tho hot-headed 
ones were quieted down. 

Tho doad officer was one of the 
most quiet of men . An honest, up- 
right, sober and discreet officer, who 
did his duty fearlessly but quietly 
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every- 
where recognized as ono of tho best 
and most efficient men on the force 
and had the respect of all classes. His 
death is a real loss to the community. 
He had been married to his second 
wife only about ten days. She is a 
second time a widow by the hand of 
violence. Her first husband, Jude 
Langston, was killed some Ave years 
ago in this city by Sam Everett, and 
now a second timo she is called to 
stand at the bier ol a husband ruth- 
lessly snatched away from her side by 
bloody hands.

Electric Locomotive Superior to 
Steam 



steam locomotive as mechanisms, pure 
and simple, there is a wide difference 
between them as regards simplicity. 
On the one hand we have an aggrega- 
tion consisting of boilers, pumps, cyl- 
inders, valves, pistou and connecting 
rods, with reciprocating motions, 
while on the other hand, tho electric 
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pression that applies with equal force 
to anything, from a base-ball player 
to a possible presidential candidate.

GLASS PAPER 

That Would be a More Accurate 
Designation Nowadays Than 
Sandpaper 

8andpaper as now made is false to 
lUname, for it has no sand about it, 
the place of that material being now 
taken unusually by powdered glass, 
which does Its work with vastly 
greafor effect, bays the Philadelphia 
Enquirer . 

One of the most important opera- 
tions in the fabrication of sandpaper 
■ the pulverization of the glass into 
ponder of the different grades of fine- 
ness . Commonly an iron mortar is 
used for this purpose, a heavy iron 
pestle being the crushing instrument, 
imping machinery is better. It 
isists of a stout box, whose iron 
e walls serve as a base for the 
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injury to the workman, are two iron 
cylinders in which play the stamps. 
These crush the glass, turning on their 
owu axles as they work. 

For grading the powder several 
shifting cylinders are necessary, oov- 
erod with gauze of ditlerent mesh. 
Beginning with the coarsest the work- 
man proceeds gradually to the finest, 
resitting each time that which passes 
through the netwoik. 

The paper to be used in the mam 
facture must be good, strong and 
rather long-fibred ; it must also be free 
from knots and irregularities, and if 
there be any such they must be plaued 
off. If they should be overlooked, 
they would interfere with the proper 
use of the sandpaper ; the knots 
protrude through the glue, am 
ridges and channels would 
making it impossible to smooUi oil' 
surface evenly with the paper. 

The paper is cut into two large 
sheets, spread on work tables, fasten- 
ed down, and then painted by meant 
of a large bru«b, with a thin, even coat 
of hot glue. If the glue is too th

WAGES 

The World Over— Enor- 
mous Variation* 

From State to State and 
County to County. 



It is popularly supposed that the 
immutable law of supply and de- 
mand operating throughout a 
country makes the wages for th e 
same labor uniform in every part 
of it, as a dearth of labor in any 
one place can not be of long dura 
tion while men are employed else, 
where. A recent supplementary 
bulletin of the manufacturers of 
he I'niteil States, however, shows 
his general view to be false. 
In Colorado the average yearly 
earnings of an employe of n manu- 
facturing company was .$720: in 
Montana, 9712; la Nevada, $718, 
and in Wyoming $701. In the 
states where colored labor is abun- 
dant the total average earnings are 
much less. In Alabama the aver- 
age is $976; in Mississippi, $310; 
in North Carolina. $818;' in Goor- 

$2(17. In New York the average is 
1160; in Pennsylvania, |4»S; in 
Ohio, $479, and in Massachusetts, 
$494. When it is considered to 
what extent the female and child 
labor enters in the factory opera- 
tions in New York the figures are 
luppfUingly high.

Success In obtaining office 
or favors of any kind at Washingtoi 
was conclusive evidence of misrepre 
seutation of the best interests of the 
people. He talked as a nonpartisan, 
but declared that the fight agaimt 
Senator Blackburn by the admislra- 
tion and the gold press was prosecut- 
ed because ho had the courage to 
stand by his convictions and represent 
the people. 

That ihe change of attitude on the 
pari of Mr. Carlisle was not occasion- 
ed by any light lie had secured from 
Kentucky, but ho would not speculate 
on the influence that made him 
change from an advocate of the people 
to gold combination ; but he thought 
it sufficient reason for the people to 
know that he had changed, and being 
unablo to give a reason denied the fact. 
He exhorted the people to striko in 
time for liberty or it would be too
